HARSEFS ISLAND. 


Hod it not troon for the exciteme.it of the 


first year of tho civil war the quwsr adven 
lure of Capt. Harson, of tho I!«sUm merchant- 
man American Chief, would have gone the 
round- and been mue-h disciiswxl. They wero 
told and retold in marine circles for many 
years, anil now and then some newspaper or 
magazine has briefly referred to "Harsen'» 
It/imaix-a." The story, OK a whole, it, full of 
Interest. 


In tin. spring of ISfil, n-hiln I was serovl 


mat* nlioard of the KnglUh brig Knchanf.-em. 
antl whim throe days out of Xunzil.nr, bound 
for the Oulf of Mongol, we Hpoku tho Ameri 
can Oln.-f homeward bound and loatled with 
Indian products. Three days before, in a 
violent squall, Capt. Harsen had IMI-II washed 
overboard, and the ship was now in charge 
of tbe lirst mate. Tho ship was taken homo, 
Capt. JJursen reported dead, nnd six years 
later, when ho had been forgotten by all ex- 
cept hi-, relation.v">o suddenly turns up in a 
way to .lumfounn everybody. 
_In August, 1807,1 was first mate of the Sea 
HJng.u •.mull but Blanch ship plying liotweon 
Capo Town and Melbourno. Our jihip was a 
feeder for tho big India steamer*. We took 
machinery and other stuff f roir them nt the 
oa|>n, nnd brought back wood and other 
products. 
Wo had the width of tho Indian 


ocean In fore us on every voyage, with never 
a S|x*-k of land for the waters to fret against 
until the voyage was finii.hed. 


Ono morning in tho i-ionth I have named,

The wave which swept 
his ship and carried himoverboard took along 
a lot of deck raflle, and upon striking out for 
himself ht> got hold of a crate iu which two 
kangaroos had made tho journey to Capo 
Town. It was light enough to float two men 
of his size, and, although the seas used him 
roughly for several hours, he pulled through 
the danger, and finally found a way to lash 
himself and even get some sleep. 
He know 


that ho wa.s driving to the south with the 
•eas, but a» to bow far he drifted during the 
thirty hours ho was afloat could only bo 
guessed at. It has been generally figured at 
five miles tin hour. Ho was asleep when cast 
ashore by the tide, and he soon discovered 
that he had landed on a verdant island about 
one mile s<j iiare. The verdure was about the 
tame as that of Madagascar, with the same 
variety of birds and insect life.

Our grand- 
mothers and even our mothers hove seen the 
day when a bottle of cologne was something 
not easll y procured. It is only within recent 
years tl.at tho cost of perfumes has been so 
reduced as to enable everybody to enjoy the 
luxury. 


A prominent physician told the writer re- 


cently tuat by neglecting to tutor the sense 
of smelling people are constantly led to 
breathe impure air, and thus poison the body 
by neglecting tho warning given at the gate 
of the lungs. Those who use perfumes are 
more sensitive to the presence of vitiated at- 
inosphern than those who either consider tho 
faculty of smelling as a useless gift or do not, 
through ignorance, appreciate the good de- 
rived from keeping the smelling organ in 
good condition. 


TU£ ABT OF I'JERFUMKItr. 


Being < urious to know how perfumers cap- 


ture thesu subtle fragrances that puzzlo tho 
wills of would he extractors, tlie writer 
culled upon a Booton firm who manufacture 
all kinds <if perfumes and colognes. 


"The art of perfumery is a wonderful one," 


said the chemist, " and one which is not gen- 
erally understood. To be n successful per- 
fumer, one must have a good nose for differ- 
out odors, just as much as a newspaper man 
must of necessity possess the 'note for news' 
before hi can make a good journalist. To 
the unleurned nose all odors aro alike, but 
when tut ored, either for pleasure or profit, 
no member of the body is more sensitive. 
Wine merchants, tea brokers, drug dealers, 
tobacco importers and others have to go 
through B regular nasal course of training. 


"The fallowing are the principal odors 


used in ]*rf limes: Hose, cinnamon, music, 
heliotrope, geranium st«clt anil pinks, jas- 
mine, violet, tonquiu bean, orange flower, 
vanilla, sweet pea, orris, balsam of peru, por- 
galaria, lastor, calamus, clematis, sautul, 
clove, storax, wallflower, patchouly, civet, 
verbena, citronella, pineapple, peppermint, 
lavender, mugnolin, ambergris, cedrat, ber- 
gamot, mint, syringa, jonquille, Portugal 
almond, camphor, southernwood, vernal 
grass (new hay), tuberose, acacia. 


"Flowers yield perfumes in all climates, 


but those growing in the warmer latitudes 
are more prolific in their odor, while those 
from the colder are the sweetest." 


"Does the odor of plants always reside lu 


the blossom?" 


"Not always; sometimes in tho root, as in 


the iris and vitivert; tho stem or wood in 
cedar anil santal; the leaves in mint, patch- 
only and I hyine; the flower in tho roses and 
violets; th') seeds in tho tonquin bean and 
caraway; tho bark In cinnamon, etc. Tho 
odors of Hi iwers are more generally secreted 
during sunshine, but there are some which 
yield no O'lor in the daytime, but are very 
fragrant in tho evening. Flowers plucked 
for perfuming pur|>osos must be taken when 
thu secretion of odor is at its height. It is a 
strange fart that white (lowers aro tho most 
fragrant and pleasing to the smell, while tho 
brown colored flowers are of little use to the 
perfumer." 


"Are not flowers cultivated for perfuming 


purposes in some parts of the United States?" 


"Decidedly not 
Our climate, or climates, 


are peculiar, but not adapted for this pur- 
pose." 


EXTRACTING THE ODORS. 


"How is the odor extracted from the flower 


or plant?" 


"The plant, or that part of it which con- 


tains the odoriferous principle, is placed in 
an iron, copper or glass pan, varying in size 
from that capable of holding from one to 
twenty gallons, and covered with water; to 
the pan a dome shaped lid is fitted, termi- 
nating witii a pipe which is twisted cork- 
screw fashion and fixed in a bucket. This 
apparatus is called a 'still,' in which tho 
water is caused to boil, nml, havine DO other 
exit, tho steam must pass through the coiled 
pipe, which, being surrounded by cold water 
in the bucket, condenses tlie vapor before it 
can arrive at the tup. With the steam the 
volatile oil, that is the perfume, rises and is 
liquefied nt the sumo time and is preserved. 
Another process, which is now becoming 
quite common, is tho pomade process, or 
maceration. 
Tho operation is conducted 


thus: A certain quantity of purified lard is 
put into a clean metal or porcelain pan; this 
being m»lte>l by a steam heat or bath. The 
kind of flowors required for the odor wanted 
are carei'ully picked and placed in contact 
with the liquid fat and allowed to remain 
from twenty-four to forty-eight hours. 


"The fat lias a particular affinity or attrac- 


tion for the otto of flowers, and, as it were, 
draws it out of them and becomes itself by 
their aid highly perfumed. The fat is strained 
from the spent flowers, and fresh flowers aro 
added ten or fifteen times over till the po- 
made is of the required strength. The pomade 
is then pucki-d iu cans and is ready for trans- 
portatioc. The next thing to do when the 
odor that. li<s in the fat is to be converted 
into cologne is to extract it from the lard. 
This Isdone l>y a simple process of permeating 
the fat with highly distilled alcohol, which i> 
called 'cologne spirits.' The 'cologne spirits' 
takes every particle of the odor from the lard; 
it U then placed in sealed jars and is allowed 
to stand for at least twelve months before it 
is converted into perfumery for the market. 
As with wine, the longer it stands the more 
virtue there is in it. 


"Perfumes, It is well known, aro also de- 


rived from animals. The musk ox and deer, 
the civet, an animal much resembling the 
common cat. and the whale furnish odors 
known as mmk and ambergris. _ The perfume 
known as civet is probably one of the oldest 
perfumes known. The odor of civet is best 
imparted, not by actual contact, but by be- 
ing placed in the neighborhood of absorbent 
materials. Thus, when iprcad on leather 
and placed in a writing desk, it perfumes the 
paper and envelopes delightfully, so much so 
that they retain the odor after passing 
through the mails. Valentines are scented 
iu this way. 


"Undoubtedly the perfume known as new 


mown hay is the most popular of perfumes. 
The fragrance of hay Is one of the most 
grateful to our senses and it is natural that 
there should lie a demand for a perfume of 
this odor. Tlie odor of hay is due to the ver- 
nal grass it contains. When vernal grass is 
well grown, cut and dried, it evolves an 
odorous prinriple similar to that yielded by 
the conmarino or tonquin bean. The follow- 
ing extracts of odors mixed goes to make the 
beautiful new mown hay so much admired 
by both sexes: Tonquin bean, two pints; ge- 
ranium, one pint; orange flowers, one pint; 
rose flowers, one pint; rose triple, one pint; 
jessamine, one pint"—Boston Globe.

St. Louis time is sent at 10 o'clock a. m. 


and Washington time at 12 noon. To receive 
these time signals it is necessary first to have 
a completed, uninterrupted circuit of tele- 
graph line from the observatory to the main 
office of the road for which the time is being 
sent. This i« done by the connection of com- 
mercial wires between the two points a few 
seconds before the signals begin. 


At the main office (generally the headquar- 


ters of the road) the signals pass through 
what Is called a "time repeater," which is 
nirnply a machine similar to a telegraph in- 
strument, being so constructed that the neces- 
sary number of wires over which time is to 
puss may be connected to it, thus obtaining a 
simultaneous action. For St. Louis time, at 
U o'clock, 57 minutes, precisely, the master 
clock at the observatory is attached to the 
wire and beats, automatically, commencing 
at 9 o'clock, 58 minutes, double beats each 
second until 9 o'clock, 68 minutes, 50 seconds, 
when the circuit opens. At 9 o'clock, 59 min- 
utes, the clock sends single beats each second 
untll9o'clock,59minutea, 50seconds, when the 
circuit again opens. It remains so for ten 
seconds, when the clock gives one beat which 
denotes that it is 10 o'clock a. ra., central 
standard time. 


At the lost opening of the circuit the man 


at the time repeater at the railroad main 
office pushes a button which throws into con- 
nection a circuit to the magnets in tho regu-

How the Sjnclironlilng Clocks on the 
I n ion I',«ilflc BullroBd Are Set.

Tru«, there is a five minute proviso for varia- 
tion of watches at certain times, but there 
can hardly be found a man conversant with 


r the train order systems as used on American 
railroads who would care to vouch for the 
safety of a train running under the rules of 
one of these systems whose conductor's or 
engineer's watch was not reliable. 


All first class roads receive time daily by 


wire from some reliable source. The Wash- 
ington university at St. Louis, Mo., Is at 
present supplying time for more roads in the 
west than any other one institution; but the 
Western Union Telegraph company, having 
lately completxl arrangements for supplying 
time signals from the naval observatory at 
Washington, ]). C., is fast securing a monop- 
oly of this business. Nearly all the wires of 
the railroads in the United States are either 
owned or under joint lease and operated as 
Western Union wires by that company. 
Thus, by refusing to allow the observatories 
the use of wires for transmitting of stewb, 
they iu-egr8Su»Uy (waring toe whole

Liars have an ancient pedigree. 
They 


date far back to the early garden, whose 
moral beauty was blemished by their decep- 
tive practices. 
They lived in tbe beginning 


and their race has multiplied, dotting tbe 
aiii-s in an unbroken line lhat is destined to 
link the morning of creation with the fina! 
crack of doom. 
The individual members of 


the race arc sure to shuffle off their lying 
coil, but the race itself will flourish forever, 
Di'Quincey says, that "the science of lying 
is the only one that has never drooped. "We 
are compelled to tolerate the venomous af- 
fliction, just as we tolerate many other evils 
that harrow up our souls.

INSTRUCTIONS 
TO 
MEMBERS 
OF 


THE 
BAR CENTURIES AQO. 


Adi-Ioc of am Old Judicial Authority That 


Appllw to Lawyers of 
tb« Period. 


Trlclu to a* Us*d with Opposing Coun- 
Ml-Courte*? IB the Court. 


Law and lawyers Oil an Important place In 


English history. Tliey are far more prom- 
inent than was the cam even In ancient 
Oreoce or Itome; and every schoolboy knows 
hiw large a share they had in public and 
domnitic affairs in classical times. Some 
persons are to bo met with »ho alleges that 
this to the most lawyer rUden country in the 
world. This may bo true or otherwise, but 
It is curious and instructive to observe how 
legal usage* anil methods remain substan- 
tially tbe same u they were in tho middle 
rtgca, A spirit of litigation prevailed then, 
us now, perhaps neither more or less. People 
are always apt to rush to the court* for a re- 
dress of wrongs, real or imaginary, and for 
the maintenance of righu supposed to be 
withheld or Impaired. 


Not every one Lu found time or oppor- 


tunity to look Into the " Speculum Juris" or 
"Mirror of Justice." Brlefleas barristers, and 
some pleaders who fail with judge and jury 
might do worse than take a survey. It 1* a 
work written by one Gulllaume Uurand. 
who flourished about six centuries ago, aud 
is supposed to have died In 18U8. At any 
rate, be lived and wrote after tho settlement 
<-f that system of Judicature, in the time of 
Henry II and Edward 1. which has virtually 
remained to the present time. The book was 
very popular, and wa* deemed of great au 
thorlty. It was extensively transcribed at a 
time when the art of printing wa* unknown 
and It was issued from tho press, in a com- 
manding folio form, several times during tbe 
Fifteenth aad Sixteenth centuries. It became 
a sort of vade mwum with budding and as- 
piring lawyers for generations after the 
•writer had pasted away. 


This oracle gives ad vice as to appearance, 


Ix-bavior and modes of speech, such as wore 
calculated to insure success In the law court*. 
\Vhen he wrote clergymen were also lawyers, 
as they were statesmen aud administrators 
It 1* not surprising, therefore, to find that 
iJiirand became bishop of Meudo. He was a 
native of Provence; but French ecclesiastic* 
worn then very numerous In England—not 
a] ways to tlie complete satisfaction of tbe no- 
tlve*. However, ho seems to have been suc- 
ccwful a* an advocate whilo here, aud ha 
trtinkly explains how he succeeded for tbe 
benefit of others. Ho caution* them not to 
Inilulgo in personalities toward* the counsel 
on tbe other sido, from which it I* to be in- 
ferred that references to "my learned friend" 
•wore not always ;of the most respectful char- 
artor. Instead of this being done, it is well 
to treat him decorously, "unless, indeed, ho 
treat you rudely." This, a saving clause, is 
•uiceptible of wide application. "When re- 
plying to his argument*, you should corn- 
nn-nd him slightly, but not to > much, and 
commend him by equivocal word*." Exam- 
pins are given showing that tho writer was a 
muster of dialects and verbal refinements 
not to say quirks and quibbles. Mr. Serjeant 
Biizfui is a character of remote antiquity. 


(.rent provocation was sometimes expori- 


ent-ed at tho bar. Counsel were touchy or 
inijwrious, especially to junior*. "You must 
not treat your adversary with contumely, or 
call him in plain word* a ruffian or a pre- 
varicator, or insinuate as much by saying 'I 
am not a thiel,' thereby Intimating that ho 
i*." If matters went to an extremity, and if 
In a moment of irritation he brought a 
charge of falsehood, then "you may safely 
my, 'You are a liar,' but protest that you say 
•o not with Intent to Injure him, but only to 
defend your own cause." 


Judge* are but men, and therefore are lia- 


ble to human infirmities. It U to bo feared 
that their tempera were not always perfect 
000 years ago. Doubtless, they had much to 
try them, In stupid or prevaricating wituess- 
**, and even in tbe bearing of counsel. l)u- 
rancl devote* much space to suggestions and 
warnings as to behavior in court. On enter- 
ing, the first thing to be done was to remove 
tho cap and make an obeisance. This waa to 
be firoduated according to the rank of tho 
Jud^e. "His honor" in a county court is not 
entitled, presumably, to so much deference 
a* "my lord" lu one of the supreme courts. 
There- were no stipendiaries or registrars lu 
those days. Otherwise, it might be a curiou* 
inquiry as to how much of "olwisance" they 
should receive. But it is evident that judges 
won, sometimes angry, with nr without 
c«u.-«>. Jf so, "do not rejoin." They might 
even be sarcastic. Still it was better not to 
retaliate. Ix>quacity was to be guarded 
against, for the bench did not like it. Care 
must be taken "not to laugh causelessly be- 
fore the judge," lest he might imagine that 
It was at him. "When he speaks, listen re- 
apecl fully, and then laud his wisdom and 
eloquence." 


Uurand enumerates sundry Judicial quali- 


ties which counsel might praise and magnify- 
"but be careful about attributing all to one 
person." In other words, keep a reserve 
«tock of complimentary phrases, suitable for 
other judge*. Be careful not to say anything 
toolTond, "for It is a hazardous thiug to 
have a suit before an offended judge." It 
might even be well to conveys bint that he 
knows everything, while your knowledge is 
inHnitesimal. Manner also is all important. 
It 1* well to rise gracefully, not arrogantly, 
•nd to put on an affable and pleasant look, 
even if the feeling* be the reverse. 


"Do not move your head or feet awk- 


wardly." One would almost imagine that 
some modern counsel must have been pres- 
ent, n( any rate by a sort of anticipatory 
metempsychosis, when we read that certain 
•dvorato* "rub tho face, push their hair be- 
hind the ears, blow the nose loudly, clear the 
throat, examine their bauds and their dress, 
alternately lift thoir eyes to heaven and bow 
their head, wrinkle the forehead, compress 
the lips, frown and fix their hands on their 
lips." 


These old counsel had a trick, It appears, of 


keeping the advocate on the other side wait- 
Ing to long in court on to wear out his pa- 
tience. Or they would cunningly pretend to 
be aaleep during hi* arguments. Durand dis- 
approves of this. He also advises that the 
opposing counsel be not left behind, lest he 
should earwig the judge. The advocate of 
old rtanding was to beware of the younger 
one*.

mainder is not undeserving of careful reflec- 
tion.—letter lu London Graphic.

There ho Is turned over to the drill 
master and uniformed from head to foot, even 
to his suspenders, at Uuclo Sam's expense. 


He is supposed to stay two years on land and 


three years at sea, but this exact time ia sel- 
dom oclhered to; it often happens that his 
first term of five years'service is spent entire- 
ly on land save for a month or two at sea, or 
vice verso. His pay for tho first term of 
live yijars, which is the shortest time for 
which he can enlist, is $13 a month for the 
first yiiar, »17 for the second, $18, $19 and $20 
for tin- remaining three. 


Besides this, all enlisted men, except musi- 


cians of the band, nerving on the first period 
of five years are entitled to (1 per month for 
tho third year, $2 for the fourth year and S3 
for the fifth year. 


Their rations are supplied them and their 


only expenses aro twenty cents a mouth to- 
ward t he hospital fees and $1.25 a mouth for 
washing.—Now York Evening Sun. 


A Massachusetts Idea. 


The latest Yankee notion has been devised 


t>y a number of young women in Boston and 
Jther large cities in Massachusetts, who have 
formed an organization for the purpose of 
supply ing small towns with libraries. Their 
3lan of operation is to visit towns desti- 
tute of libraries, talk tho matter over with 
the leading people, get thorn interested in it 
and induce them to contribute according to 
heir means—somo of them the ground, some 
he books, and those who cannot raise money 
to help the Rood work by day labor. In this 
way several little libraries have been started 
in them towus, which may become tho nuclei 
of larger ones. Tho girlsare going still further 
and have asked tho legislature to contribute 
1100 as a starter to any town which shows a 
disposition to begin the equipment of a library" 
The notion is an excellent one, and well 
might be imitated in our small western 
to-vns, where a library would be a blessing 
in relieving the tedium and intellectual dis- 
advantages of small places far remote from 
the advnntagos of cities.—Chicago Herald
